We  welcome  you  to  another  tremendous  offering  of  numismatic  literature  with  emphasis  on 
American  auction  catalogues. 

hi  case  you  didn’t  know,  there  was  another  record  price  established  for  a U.S.  auction  catalogue 
at  the  recently  concluded  Bass  IV  sale  conducted  by  our  good  friend,  George  Kolbe.  Once  again,  an 
S.H.  Chapman  catalogue  is  the  current  recipient  of  the  highest  price  paid  at  auction.  An  extremely  nice 
plated  copy  of  the  1923  Henderson  sale,  Lot  #173,  brought  a hammer  price  of  $12,000.  This  eclipses 
the  "old'’  record  of  $9,500  paid  for  the  1912  George  Earle  bid  book  just  12  months  ago. 

What  does  this  mean?  It  means  the  literature  business  is  alive  and  well  with  knowledgeable, 
dedicated  participants.  There  is  competition  at  the  five  figure  level  which  is  similar  overall  to  the  $1 
million  barrier  in  coins.  It  also  means  that  the  scarce  material  will  enjoy  an  increased  demand 
whenever  it  becomes  available.  But,  hey,  as  people  interested  in  numismatics  we  should  know  this 
already.  Every  indication  points  to  a very  positive  and  active  market  for  a long  time. 

Plus,  another  significant  evolutionary  event  has  come  to  pass.  The  numismatic  catalogue 
compact  disc  has  now  become  a reality.  Heritage  released  the  first  American  CD  for  the  May  2000 
Central  States  sale.  Several  years  ago  I wrote  that  there  will  be  a time  coming  in  the  near  future  when 
no  more  auction  catalogues  will  be  printed.  I now  predict  it  will  take  less  than  10  years  before  this 
form  of  catalogue  CD  becomes  the  accepted  norm  in  the  entire  marketplace.  Anyone  care  to  make 
some  friendly  wagers  payable  at  the  2010  ANA  convention? 

Speaking  of  ANA  conventions,  we  will  be  attending  the  show  in  Philadelphia  this  August  and 
hope  to  meet  with  many  of  our  friends  for  the  first  time.

These  sales  represent  the  core  of  American  numismatics.  The  first  coin  auction  of  note  was  the 
Lewis  Roper  Sale  in  1851.  By  the  end  of  the  1850’s  many  collectors  were  active  from  Philadelphia  to 
Boston.

What  is  believed  to  be  the  very  first  printed  prices  realized  list  ever  issued  in  this  country  was  for 
the  Ed  Cogan  sale  of  October  18  & 19,  1860.  A copy  of  this  four-page,  801  lot  list  recently  sold  for  over 
$400  at  public  auction  as  lot  #407  in  the  June  5,  1999,  Harry  Bass  II  sale  by  George  Kolbe.  That  makes  it 
more  valuable  than  an  uncirculated  common  date  $20  gold  piece  at  today’s  market  levels!  Besides,  this 
list  is  actually  much  scarcer  with  fewer  than  a dozen  copies  accounted  for.  It  originally  sold  for  30  cents 
and  was  issued  as  a supplement  by  early  New  York  numismatist  Joseph  N.T.  Levick.

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It  was  coin  dealer  Ed  Cogan  who,  in  1869,  presented  the  first  plated  U.S.  coin  auction  catalogue 
(the  MacKenzie  collection).  Earlier  Cogan  was  responsible  for  the  first  coin  mail  bid  sale  in  1858.  He 
also  issued  the  first  priced  “post  sale”  catalogue  in  December  of  1859.  This  is  why  he  is  popularly 
referred  to  as  “the  father  of  coin  collecting  in  America”. 
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For  the  most  part,  pricing  was  done  by  hand  inside  the  catalogues  during  the  19th  century,  making 
printed  prices  realized  lists  very  scarce.  The  actual  rarity  of  early  printed  prices  realized  lists  is,  at 
present,  undetermined.  There  are  a few  still  floating  around,  but  no  census  has  ever  been  taken. 

There  was  a short  series  of  four  printed  prices  realized  lists  issued  by  the  New  England 
Numismatic  and  Archaeological  Society  in  the  early  1870’s.  This  was  continued  in  the  1880’s  with  a few 
other  cataloguers  issuing  their  own  lists.  As  a general  rule,  original  printed  prices  realized  lists  prior 
to  1900  are  the  rarest  and  most  over-looked  numismatic  collectible,  based  on  actual  production  and 
current  availability.  They  have  virtually  been  ignored  for  decades.  It  should  be  remembered  there  were 
no  published  price  guides  or  “Trends”  at  that  point  in  time. 

The  cataloguers’  main  objective  was  to  issue  the  sale  catalogues  and  conduct  the  sale.  After  the 
sale  had  taken  place,  they  figured  the  “important  buyers”  were  in  attendance  and  had  priced  their  own 
copies.  Issuing  a printed  price  list  was  a secondary  consideration.  The  normal  charge  was  $1  to  cover  the 
printing  and  postage,  which  was  quite  a substantial  sum  then.  Apparently,  very  few  collectors  sent  their 
dollar  in,  judging  from  the  amount  extant. 

Some  earlier  dealers  such  as  the  Chapmans,  Max  Mehl,  Abe  Kosoff,  Abner  Kreisberg,  and 
Paramount  International  Coin  Corp.  printed  a good  amount  of  prices  realized  lists.  Mehl  printed  some  on 
thick,  glossy  paper  where  the  extra- wide  margins  took  up  more  space  than  the  prices.  It  was  all  part  of  his 
promotional  efforts  to  successfully  sell  coins  through  the  mail  bid  format.  Not  one  of  his  1 16  sales  was 
ever  a public  auction. 

A careful  examination  of  previous  literature  mail  bid  sales  will  reveal  the  significant  lack  of 
printed  prices  realized  lists  offered  with  auction  catalogues.  Tire  catalogues  themselves  are  sometimes 
difficult  to  obtain.  An  original  PR  is  part  of  the  sale  and  since  it  is  scarcer,  it  has  a much  greater  potential 
as  a collectible. 

Even  today  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  get  an  original  printed  copy.  The  modem  format  is  to  post 
them  on  the  company’s  web  page,  saving  the  costs  involved  with  printing  and  mailing.  In  the  future  the 
auction  catalogues,  prices  realized,  and  most  coin  business  in  general,  will  be  conducted  electronically. 
This  means  even  fewer  “hard  copies”  will  be  available  for  reference. 

We  have  the  largest  selection  of  original  printed  prices  realized  lists  available;  and  we  are 
genuinely  interested  in  purchasing  anything  that  is  not  contained  in  this  list.  As  you  can  see,  most  of  the 
time  we  can  offer  only  photocopies.  Even  today,  we  normally  go  through  ten  copies  of  any  specific  sale 
before  a single  “PR”  shows  up.  That’s  because  the  originals  are  that  scarce!

The  development  of  the  auction  catalogue  CD  causes  far-reaching  repercussions  for  the  existing 
numismatic  literature  market.  Everyone  with  a printed  library  will  benefit  enormously  from  just  owning 
the  older  catalogues  and  books  both  financially  when  it  comes  time  to  sell,  and  availability  for  research 
purposes.  In  the  future  it  can  reasonably  be  expected  that  much  of  the  numismatic  literature  will  be 
appearing  in  CD  format  only  due  to  the  high  printing  and  distribution  costs.  With  fewer  catalogues  and 
books  being  printed  it  will  dramatically  alter  the  ways  of  numismatic  commerce,  how  research  is 
conducted,  and  how  much  information  about  numismatics  is  readily  available. 

Generally  speaking,  the  cost  of  the  printed  materials  will  be  significantly  higher  since  hard  copies 
of  catalogues  will  no  longer  be  printed  (unless  an  individual  wishes  to  create  one),  and  the  future 
numismatist  will  find  it  much  more  difficult  to  obtain  some  of  the  greatest  sales  of  the  past. 

There  are  nearly  150  years  of  tradition  in  American  numismatics  available  through  its  printed 
literature.  During  the  changeover  from  printed  to  electronic  format,  much  of  it  will  be  lost  to  future 
numismatists  as  they  will  come  to  know  only  what  has  been  made  available  electronically. 

Unless  someone,  or  some  organization,  makes  all  15,000+  American  auction  catalogues  and 
1,000+  reference  books  available  in  an  electronic  format,  which  seems  to  be  completely  out  of  the  realm 
of  possibility  at  this  point,  the  demand  for  the  printed  material  made  prior  to  the  year  2000  will  be 
enormous  in  the  not-too-distant  future. 


The  last  30  years  have  seen  the  creation  of  the  finest  numismatic  auction  catalogues  ever.  These 
catalogues  contain  many  plates  (both  black  & white  and  color),  excellent  background  research  done  by 
the  cataloguers,  and  a tremendous  selection  of  top  quality  coins.  Right  now  many  people  take  these 
modem  catalogues  for  granted,  but  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  you  had  better  complete  your  sets 
before  the  supply  dries  up.
